CHARLESTON, S.C., June 23 
(AP) — A three-judge United 
States Court today upheld the 
segregation of white and Negro 
students in South Carolina's pub- 
lie schools. 

The decision, in effect, upholds 
the traditional segregated public 
school system of the entire south. 

The 2-to-1 decision was accom- 
panied by an injunction ordering 
South Carolina to equalize its 
school facilities for Negro stu- 
dents. 

Judge John J. Parker of the 
Fourth United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals and District 
Judge George Bell Timmerman 
comprised the majority. District 
Judge J. Waties Waring, who 
opened South Carolinas Demo- 
cratic primaries to Negroes, dis- 
sented.

It is the third largest ship 
in the world, bowing in size only 
to Britain’s liners Queen Mary 
and Queen Elizabeth. 

When the vessel, now 70 per 
cent complete, enters trans-At-

2000 passengers and will carry a 
crew of 1000. Its rated speed is 
30 knots, but ship experts expect 
t to exceed that figure consider- 
ably. 

Franklin, who spoke several

His wife, Dorothy, also 22, 
learned officially from Washing- 
ton yesterday that her husband 
was killed June 7 in Korea. 

Wednesday, Mrs. Long received 
a worn, creased message from her 
soldier-husband that started: “I’ve 
asked one of the boys to mail 
this for me in case my time 
should come.” 


It was the first word Mrs. Long 
had that anything had happened 
to her husband. Since then she 
had hoped there was some error 
because Long’s name had not ap- 
peared on any casualty list and 
she had not been notified by 
Washington. However, the tele- 
gram confirming the grim news 
came yesterday. 

Long had been serving with 
the Eighth Cavalry Regiment in 
Korea for six months. He had 
never seen his 3-month-old son, 
Alfred, born while he was over-

Alex Mazy, who has served 17 
years in prison for a $6 armed 
robbery, won his release yester- 
day in circuit court at Belleville.

Mazy’s release from the [Illinois 
State Reformatory at Pontiac and 
next week is expected to hear a 
petition for restoration of ,Mazy’s 
legal rights, filed by his attorney, 
Manuel Wiseman, of Alton. 

Mazy, now 51 years old, a for- 
mer coal miner of Johnston City, 
Ill., was arrested in 1927 for hold- 
ing up and slugging a Belleville 
taxicab driver. Mazy, who lost 
an arm in a pistol t Fe tar 
ing his arrest, was found by a 
jury to have become insane and 
was committed to the Illinois 
Hospital for the Criminally In- 
sane at Menard. 

While still under the adjudica- 
tion of insanity, he was convicted 
May 4, 1928, of armed robbery in 
St. Clair county circuit court and 
sentenced to 10 years to life. A 
subsequent legal fight has hinged 
on the fact that no jury was em- 
paneled to determine if Mazy had 
been restored to sanity before his 
trial. 

Mazy was released from prison 

in 1944 on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus by the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Chicago, but the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals reversed the release 
order. 
He was re-arrested in January 
1950 at Sacramento, Calif., where 
he had been living since his re- 
lease, and sent back to prison. 
He said he planned to return to 
California to go back to his job 
as night watchman.

The House Committee’s version of the bill 
is somewhat better than the Senate’s, but still 
falls far short of the strengthened law which 
Mr. Truman asked and which the situation 
demands. It is clear that both committees 
approached their work with the idea of adopt- 
ing only such controls as seemed unavoidable— 
not such controls as would best contribute to 
an intense productive effort. ; 


Is this to be the last word? Some Senators 
promise a floor fight for a stronger law, and 
President Truman is expected to renew his 
appeals for one. 

The President said on April 27: 


We must demonstrate to the whole world 
that the founding fathers were wise in their 
faith that ovr government of divided powers 
would never suffer disunity or frustrate 
necessary action in times of peril. 


If the founding fathers could see Congress 
now, their faith might be strained a little.

The Ruhr Coal Dilemma 


The Germans apparently have a good case 
to back up their arguments for either a higher 
price for exported Ruhr coal, or a reduced coal 
export quota. They have been forced to import 
some coal at prices two or three times that 
which they receive for coal exports, and- some 
of the’ high-priced coal they have bought in 
other countries, the Germans claim, actually is 
cheap Ruhr coal which had been exported pre- 
viously. ‘ 

There is no simple solution te.this problem, 
however, because of its tremendous international 
ramifications. Perhaps the principal one is the 
need of some French and Belgian steel-makers 
to obtain coal at a price low enough to permit 
them to compete with more efficient German 
steel-makers. So the price of exported Ruhr 
coal, largely as a result of French pressure, has 
been kept as low as possible. 

The Germans contend that if they can raise 
prices, or keep more coal, they can increase 
their industrial production. But if so, it might 
be at the expense of industrial production else- 
where in Western Europe. 

A temporary expedient of some adjustment 
in price or quota may be possible. But a much 
more satisfactory solution lies in the Schuman 
coal-steel pool plan, which, if the Governments 
concerned will accept it, will provide an equit- 
able method for both eliminating high-cost pro- 
ducers and increasing the over-all production 
of Western Europe.

Road Busters in Illinois

Gulf Stream Questions

READER has sent me this 
‘ letter: 

“I read the article you 
wrote about the Gulf Stream, 
but there are some other points 
which I should like to know 
about. Could you give your read- 
ers further details? 

“The Gulf Stream contains 
warm water, but where does this 
water come from? Does it well up 
from the bottom of the Gulf of 
Mexico? Is it sweet or salty? 

“We know that the Gulf Stream 
flows over to England, but where 
does it disappear completely?” 

No evidence has been found 
that the warm water in the Gulf 
Stream comes from hot springs 
at the bottom.of the Gulf of 
Mexico. Such springs may exist 
there, but they could hardly ex- 
plain the Gulf Stream. The best 
heater known to man, and the 
best heater in our solar system, 
is the sun. 

Sunshine beats down on water 
in the Torrid Zone, making it 
warmer than water elsewhere. 
That is true of all the ocean 
water in the Torrid Zone. 

At certain places, currents 
carry Torrid Zone water north- 


ward. The Gulf Stream is the 
most famous of the warm cur- 
rents, but it is only one of several. 
The Japan Current is among the 
others; swinging around the 
northern half of the Pacific 
Ocean, this current does a great 
deal to provide warmer weather 
for the islands of Japan and other 
stretches of land. 


The Gulf Stream is made up of 


esalt water. I have seen it from 


the coast of southern Florida, 
where it can be distinguished by 
its color. 

The Gulf Stream disappears in 
the North A tic, in latitudes 
north of the Bri Isles. Before 
disappearing, it breaks into 
branches. One of the branches is 
given credit for warming 
southern caastal area of Norway. 

Cold currents flow southward 
from the North Frigid Zone, at 
the same time that warm cur- 
rents flow northward from the 
Torrid Zone. The rotation of the 
earth is believed to cause these 
currents to take slanting direc- 
tions across the oceans.

Indeed, Truman is enjoying the 
presidency so very visibly that 
the betting is heavy in White 
House circles that all inner 
Presidential doubts have been re- 
solved, and that Truman will run 
again in 1952. This raises an ob- 
vious question. Just how much 
chance is there that the United 
States, which is pretty clearly 
tired to death of Democratic 
Administrations after 20 years, 
will actually put Truman in office 
for another four years? 

Great Confidence Expressed. 
Democratic. strategists express 
great and apparently genuine con- 
fidence on this point, a confidence 
which Truman clearly shares. 
This confidence may very well 
be misplaced. But the reasons 
given for it are at least interest- 
inging, in that they add up to a 
sort of Democratic vision of the 


also clearly shares. 

One part of the vision is a 
settlement of the Korean War 
before the elections. Another is 
that Senator Robert A. Taft and 
Senator Joseph McCarthy will 
tend increasingly to dominate the 
Republican party. And a third 
part of the dream is that the 
Administration’s wary truce with 
the southern Democrats, patched 
up since the MacArthur row be- 
gan, will be maintained, 

The decision actively to seek 
a settlement of the Korean war 
based on repartition at the thirty- 
eighth parallel is now public 
knowledge. Political considera- 
tions did not enter into this de- 
cision, in which such Republicans 
as Under Secretary of Defense 
Robert Lovett and chief policy 
planner Paul Nitze played leading 
roles. But if the Korean war is 
indeed settled on this basis — 


settlement will have enormous 
domestic political repercussions, 
G.O.P. Backs MacArthur. 
The Republican leaders, con- 
spicuously including Taft, are 
deeply committed to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. MacArthur has de- 
nounced in advance such a settle- 
| ment as appeasement. Thus, it 
is reasoned, the Republicans can 
be counted on to go along with 
MacArthur, and make any settle- 
ment a major campaign issue. 
The Democratic strategists are 
convinced that an end to the 
Korean war which was not de- 
monstrably dishonorable would be 
enormously popular politically. 
They thus reason that for the Re- 
publicans to seem to oppose end- 
ing the war, and even to favor 
extending it, would be political 
suicide. 
As for McCarthy, Administra-
